The Morris House or Jumel Mansion, George Washington's Headquarters in New York City.

HE most important building in 
New York, historically, is the 
Morris House, or better known 


as Jumel Mansion. This building was 
erected 1765 bv Lieut. Col. Roger 
Morris of the feritish Army and Is 
most 
intimately associated 
with 


Washington in New York during 
hostilities. It was occupied by him 
as headquarters from September 16 
to October 21, 1770, 


Upon its surrender to the British 


it was occupied by Lieut. Gen. Sir 


Henry 
Clinton, and became the 


headquarters of the invaders all 
through the summer of 1777. 


After Sir Henry's occupancy the 


house was used during the summer 
of 1778 and for the continuation of 
the war by the Hessian generals and 
their German staff. 
In 1810 the 


house was purchased by Stephen 
Jumel, who later went to France to 
try to induce Napoleon to come to 
Amerie,., and spend his last days 


At one time this building was 


known as Calumet Inn and was the 
first stop for a change of horses on 
the trip from New York to Albany. 


Jumel ; Mansion is today owned 


and maintained by the City of New 
York. 
It attracts many visitors 


daily who are interested in early 
American history. Included among 
these recently was a Hupmobile 
owner whose car is shown In front 
of the mansion.

English Farmers 


Use Old Method 


Farming by Anglo-Saxon methods 


•which wore in vogue a' thousand 
'years ago is still practiced in a: few 
communities of Engfand. Land is di- 
vided into long strips, the idea being 
that no farmer will have an unfair 
share of the best ground. 


Bussia is the only modern nation 


where "strip" farming is practiced 
extensively. 


In the northwest part of the Eng- 


. lish county of Lincolnshire, of which 
Epworth, Jolin Wesley's birthplace, 
is the 'chief town, and at Lexington, 
in Nottinghamshire, an ancient vil- 
lage of 400. people, this old-world 
system of agriculture exists just as 
it did before William the Conqueror 
and his Norman legions came to Eng- 
land. 


All round the village of Laxton 


are 900 acres of wide, open fields, 
each field known by a distinguished 
name. There are no fences or hedges, 
and .one can step into the fields from 
the roads. 


One strip or field is planted with 


wheat, a second with barley, oats, 
beans or peas, and a third lies fallow 
to take the place of one of the other 
fields next year. So the rotation 
continues year after year! The only 
boundary between the strips sj.s a 
narrow belt of grass. 


After harvest, the villagers pas- 


ture their horses and cattle on fields, 
a field jury of twelve men declaring 
•when the pastures are ready for 
grazing.

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The Man Behind the Bar— 


The only remaining stronghold of the wets is perver- 


sity. It will take at least a generation to wipe out the 
feeling among many that they have been wronged by pro- 
hibition, but this group has been deserted by their staunch- 
est allies, the saloonkeepers and distillers. The drinker 
may remain irreconcilable for some years, but the man who 
used to provide drink has lost interest. Has interest is else- 
where. 


In Los Angeles there is a saloon-keeper of other days 


who came to the city broke and took a job as bartender, 
afterwards managing to get hold of a business of his own. 
He developed one of the biggest volumes of business in this 
line in the city, but competition was keen, the buying power 
of his customers was not large, and he didn 't make any 
money—merely kept going. 
He made inquiries among 


other liquor retailers, and found that many were in the 
same boat. Then came the great calamity. They were all 
put out of business by the eighteenth amendment. 


Not knowing any other line of business, this man and 


many of his competitors fell miserably into the business 
of purveying soft drinks, and to add to their humiliation 
they were obliged to add such things as sandwiches and hot 
lunches in order to scrape along. They had their bar and 
fixtures, and had to make use of them in some way. Hun- 
dreds just quit and disappeared from business life alto- 
gether. But this man with whom we were talking recently 
said that he was forced by circumstances to hang on in the 
soft drink and sandwich game. And today his turnover 
approaches a million dollars a year. His income blanks are 
about the only real worries he has, and his place is jammed 
with men from early morn to late at night—men with cash 
in their hands, no moochers and drunks to deal with—his 
soft drinks sell for ten cents instead of five, and he sells 
sandwiches by the ton every day. The thought of beer with 
a kick in it or a bar rag soaked in whisky makes him sick. 


If some msiguided crowd should attempt to line up the 


old saloon men for a drive on the dry law, that crowd 
might get a lot of sympathetic talk, but it would be apple 
sauce, with no money to back it up. Pacts are stubborn 
things, even with saloon-keepers. The dry law has recruit- 
ed friends from the camp of the enemy. Money in the till 
speaks'to them louder than the old arguments of personal 
liberty.

( Christian Science Monitor) : It must surely come 


as news to many that, great as have been the profits from 
the sale of the Ford automobiles, it was at one time believ- 
ed that they would be greater. One can almost picture an 
eager stock salesman equipped with paper and pencil figur- 
ing out for some prospective buyer just exactly the gains 
to be expected front a primary investment. 
Each owner, 


he might tell his customer, would most certainly want to 
change his car every other year, and this would insure that 
so many thousands of cars would be as good as sold before 
they were ever made. For were not the present owners 
certain to be also the proximate owners? Indeed, what 
could be more natural, than that once a Ford owner always 
a Ford owner? 


But there's many a slip 'twixt the cup and the lip. 


And the unexpected happened, as is so often the case in 
similar circumstances. It is true that in the present in- 
stance this fact made but little difference to the final result, 
for the sales, as all know, have been phenomenal. But 
nevertheless it was discovered in 1919, just after the w^ar, 
that, as Dr. David Friday, economist of Washington, said 
in his testimony during the course of the $30,000,000 treas- 
ury tax suit brought about by former minority owners of 
Ford stock, people were using Fords a.s stepping stones to 
more expensive cars. "In other words," he added, "they 
were graduating.'' 


How typical of human nature this is. A little more 


than twenty years ago the possibility that an automobile 
would ever be produced for as little as $2,000 was laughed 
at. Then it was manufactured for considerably less. And 
then in a trice, as it were, marvelous to relate, it was being 
used as a means of progress to solnething better. But it is 
an ill wind that blows no one any good. And even if the 
Ford owners of today have ceased to be the owners of to- 
morrow, this fact is mitigated by the additional fact that 
the Ford owners of today seems ever in the increase. The 
presence of countless college graduates does not prevent 
their places being filled year by year with others who have 
seen the benefits that are gained from college training. 
And who shall say that the Ford graduates have not served 
their alma mater better by graduating than they would 
have been dene by cleaving to the same; furrow? 


Rust or Wear Out— 


(Riverside Enterprise) : A man who is worth a half 


a million dollars said in the presence of the writer the other 
day that he intends wearing out. not rusting out. 


Is that often heard adage, generally accepted as \m- 


dt-mably true, a sophistry which lures men and women to 
laboring themselves into their grave? 
Or is it best that 


humanity spend all its waking hours in toil, resting only 
in death? 


The Riversider who quoted the well-known maxim 


spoke truly, for lie already is weaving out. 
His health is 


breaking; in a. few years at most lie will repose in one of 
the local cemeteries. Yet he works long hours daily, schem- 
ing how to add to his wealth. Ho bus only two children 
for heirs and they already have good-sized fortunes. 
But 


he toils as hard today a,s he did forty years ago when he 
was a youth of twenty with exactly $500 in his bank ac- 
count. He takes a two weeks' vacation once in four or five 
years, but hasn't been farther away from home than San 
Francisco iu two decades. He reads only the headlines of 
the daily papers. He knows nothing of literature, art, the 
drama, or music. He goes to church on Sunday, but his 
interest in religion is primarily in seeing that the church i& 
able to pay ita bills. Occasionally he plays a game of golf, 
but not often.

Curb Drunk Driver and Speed Maniac— 


"The most inexcusable, if not the most criminal act 


that a motorist can commit, is to drive his car while under 
the influence of liquor." This is the dictum recently pro- 


—notmcedijy a judge in an easteTirtrainc .court at~tfre teial ~ 


of a motorist who had seriously injured a pedestrian while 
driving along the street while intoxicated. 


The dictum of the judge is quite correct. In this his 


ruling will never be reversed by any higher court. All 
intelligent persons the world over will unqualifiedly agree 
with him. 


Chiefs of police throughout the entire country are vir- 


tually unanimous in demanding that the' drunk driver and 
the speed maniac are the great sources of traffic accidents 
with which the police have to contend. Statistics are fre- 
quently quoted to prove that a large proportion of the pre- 
ventable traffic accidents in the larger cities is directly 
traceable to either a drunken driver or a reckless speed 
maniac. 


In California figures indicate that many accidents are 


due to these two causes, but there is a lack of agreement 
regarding where to place the greater blame, on the drunk 
driver or the reckless speeder. 


There should be no disagreement, however, on any de- 


cision by proper authorities to rid the communities of both 
these dangers to life and limb. It is not material to the 
issue whether the drunk driver or the reckless .speeder is 
the greater danger. They are both dangerous and as such 
should be eliminated with the utmost promptness. 


Police authorities and the courts that deal witK traffic 


cases should not hesitate to punish the convicted drunk 
driver in. the severest manner. There are only a few in- 
stances wherein the blame for serious accidents should not 
be placed on the shoulders of the drunk driver. 


And this applies equally to the driver who by his reck- 


less mania for speed and still more speed deliberately en- 
dangers the lives of other motorists and of pedestrians 
who are compelled by circumstances to cross the highway 
or street along which the "speed demon" is hurtling. 


Police officials point out that it is amazing what 


chances drunk drivers will take while under the influence 
of liquor. And this, they declare, applies equally to the 
speed maniac. 


Intoxication, according to best informed experts, robs 


a man of his faculties to such an extent that he is no longer 
qualified to drive an automobile in a sane and safe manner. 
His judgment is impaired. 
Co-ordination between mind 


and iimscuhir action are no longer efficient. 


In view of the ever increasing number of automobiles 


it is easy to see how great a menace to safety the drunk 
driver and the speed maniac have become. This menace 
will continue to increase in the proportion in which the 
number of machines increases. 


The time has come, therefore, when all authorities in 


this state, legislative, police and judicial, must make an 
earnest and sustained effort to eliminate the drunk driver 
and the speed maniac.—Examiner.

At such conventions one learns 


that there has been standards set up 
to limit the number of children in a 
classroom according to tho sqiiare 
feet of space. Fifteen square feet 
per pupil is the limit for health, be

of 
square feet of air to 


breathe. 


Equipment for the classroom is as 


essential as the teaching. A child 
must have a seat that is fitted to 
him; a desk that is'not too high nor 
too low. The wrong sitting posture 
may develop curvature of the spine 
and cause a child to go through life 
handicapped. At such conventions 
one has the privilege to learn of the 
proper equipment and see it on exhi- 
bition. The superintendent who can- 
not avail himself of the opportunity 
of such information is at the mercy 
of sales agents and may make a ser- 
ious mistake which is charged up to 
the children. 


One learns that in the construction 


of a classroom that the sight saving 
of children must be taken into 'con 
sideration. George D. Strayer, Teach 
ers' College, Columbia university 
said, "The failure to provide ado 


uate daylight and artificial lighi 
i American schoolrooms is responsi 
le for the impairment of the eye 
ght of tens of thousands of chil 
ren, and a wonderful step has been 
lade when the standard was estab 
shed to construct classrooms so as 
o provide from 20 to 25 per cent ai 
tiuch glass area as there is floo: 
pace.

Production in Los 
Angeles County 


Shows Increase 


During 1926 Los Angeles county 


ield her high level of agricultural 
return, with a total of $89,807,515, 
according to figures compiled by the 


.03 Angeles chamber of commerce. 
This total represents an increase 


of half million dollars over tho 1925 
return, in spite of the fact that Cal- 
.fornia in general had only an aver- 
age crop year. Our record can be 
construed as a triumph for diversifi- 
cation, for with over 50 crops of 
commercial importance produced in 
the county, the soundness of our di- 
versified and intensive program -was 
again emphasized. 


Citrus fruits were chiefly respon- 


sible for our high return in 192G, for 
a large increase in value of products 
is shown. In all, 13,000 cars, com- 
prising over 6,000,000 boxes, were 
shipped from the county, and several 
riundred thousand boxes of fruit 
found an outlet in the local market 
and roadside stands. 


Lemons brought $5,589,192 to the 


ounty, while the orange income to- 
taled close to $20,000.000. This is an 
f.o.b. valuatiou, and takes into con- 
sideration also the return for fruit 
disposed of locally. 


Other fruit crops showed generally 


lower return, without exception. 


Walnuts produced less than a 50 


per cent crop in 102(5, although a 
higher average price for the product 
was secured. 


The report indicates than about (i-1 


per cent of the bearing acreage of 
avocados in California is producing 


Los Angeles count}'—718 acres, 


which produced an income of f round 
ijilOO/IOO. 


Deciduous fruits suffered from the 


effects of delayed foliation, and bore 
small crops, and in many instances, 
the unit return was lower than aver- 
ago. The total value of all fruit 
crops was $45,445,892. 


Field crops saw a slight decrease 


in valuation. Production was greater 
in most instances, although returns 
were generally lower. Alfalfa wus 
the biggest producer in this classifi- 
cation, returning $3,840,000. 
The 


county had a larger production of 
beans yet, because of the very low 
unit return, the total valuation was 
slightly less than 1925, being placed 
at 41,447 000. 


Although Los Angeles county is 


generally known, as a specialty sec- 
tion, tho report shows over 11,000 
acres devoted to cereals, with nearly 
half of the acreage to wheat. Small 
grain hay was planted on 50,000 ac- 
rea. Larger plantings of sugar beets

ADVERTISING 


By J. W. CEAIG 


Advertising lowers the cost of 


merchandising for the reason that 
it increases turnover of merchan- 
dise. A merchant must turn over 
his goods several times a year to 
enjoy a profitable business . Goods 
on the shelf mean nothing until sold 
for they become shelf worn and out 
of date. These unsold goods often 
represent huge losses. 


The time to sell merchandise is 


when it is seasonable and new. The 
proper advertising which constantly 
calls attention to new goods, new 
styles, etc., creates a demand and 
sells merchandise. Turnover of .mer- 
chandise supplies "new capital with 
which to restock. 


Newspaper advertising is the mer- 


chant's greatest friend, a huge mag- 
net which attracts people to his 
store. And unless used regularly, it 
is sure to lose much of its pulling 
power. 


Nearly every merchant of the 


present day believes in advertising, 
but many do not have the courage 
of their convictions to advertise 
consistently. 
They do not 'come to 


the point where an appropriation is 
set aside for regular use. Some peo- 
ple believe they have saved money 
by not using newspaper space. Show 
us a merchant who is a consistent 
buyer of newspaper space who is 
not a successful business man. Sta- 
tictics show that 85 per cent of the 
business failures of 1925 were non- 
advertisers. It is not impossible to 
do business without advertising-, but 
it is impossible to reach the goal 
that should have been theirs. Fre- 
quently you will see merchants who 
are doing a successful business with 
no advertising. 
But what might 


their business have been if they had 
used it year after year? Perhaps, 
instead of a small store, a large de- 
partment store might have grown in 
its place, or on the other hand, the 
merchant might have been retired 
for the rest of his life instead of 
worrying over business today. 


Wrigley did not make millions on 


a five-cent article by keeping his 
commodity a secret. He spent his 
last dollar on his first advertisement 
—it pulled, aad he continued to in- 
crease it until today his product is 
known all over the world. And it 
is just a five^cent article. Doesn't a 
merchant with hundreds of different 
articles have a greater opportunity 
than Wrigley? 


The statement that 85 per cent of 


the business failures of 1925 were 
among 
non-advertisers, 
certainly 


speaks volumes. Could there be a 
more convincing argument for adver- 
tising than that?

FARM ADVISOR RECOMMENDS 


EAELT PRUNING OF CITRUS 


The need for some pruning of cit- 


rus trees each year has been demon- 
strated through observations made 
and test plots carried on, according 
to a statement recently made by 
Farm Advisor M. B. Rounds. It is 
probably a mistake for growers to 
prune heavily at any one time, es- 
pecially in orchards that have been 
well cared for. Tho green leaves on 
the tres continually function, supply- 
ing plant food to the tree. If much 
of the leaf surface is cut off at any 
one time some checking in growth 
and production will no doubt occur. 


The pruning of citrus trees, if car- 


ried on according to the program 
whereby a very moderate amount of 
cutting is done annually early in the 
season, appears to be a desirable 
practice. If carried on consistently, 
other things being equal, this prac- 
tice will keep the orchard in a 
tiealthy, vigorous condition. 
Citrus 


pruning, field meetings to be carried 
on during the month of March will 
emphasize some of these points.

NEWSPAPER 


Frequently we are .so closely asso- 


ciated with institutions or a commod- 
ity that we da not appreciate their 
worth. This applies in general to 
newspapers. Every city, town and 
hamlet has its newspapers. 
Even 


sometimes a few houses and a store 
and garage at a "wide apace in the 
road'' constitute excuse enough for 
the' starting of a newspaper and not 
infrequently that wide space in the 
road becomes a town, and when it 
does, one may rest assured that that 
newspaper that seemed to have no 
excuse for beginning life had a very 
important part to play in the com- 
munity's unexpected 'development. 


So it is all along the lino of prog- 


ress. No city ever gets far without 
the sincere -co-operation of newspa- 
pers. Yet no institution in a city 
ever gets less thanks or receives 
more abuse. 


Probably no other thing is a bet- 


ter index to a town than its weekly 
publications. Very often that is about 
all the stranger has to go by in mak- 
ing up his mind about a 'community. 
If the newspaper that falls into his 
hands is a bright-looking sheet, full 
of news and has a prosperous air, the 
stranger is certain to judge that it 
was published in a live, progessive 
town. 


Those who read their weekly news- 


papers and carelessly throw 
them 


aside, overlook the fact that they are 
not doing all for their town that they 
can. If those newspapers instead of 
being destroyed were placed in wrap- 
pers and mailed from time to time to 
'friends and relatives at a distance, 
the good that could be accomplished 
would soon be reflected in the city's 
growth. 


Chambers of commerce are fre- 


quently blamed for not getting out 
more boost literature to be sent 
abroad. Those who raise these com- 
plaints could do a great deal them- 
selves by sending out the literature 
that comes into their own hands in 
the form of local periodicals. Rest 
assured there is no business individ- 
ual in a town more interested in the 
growth of his community than is the 
editor or publisher, for as the town 
grows he grows.—Mark E. Moo in 
the Vernonia (Ore.) Eaale.
